On the Uh day of September, 1899, 
Troop B , of the Fourth regiment of 
United States cavalry, received or­ 
ders from headquarters to be ready 
to leave our barracks the next morn 
ing at 7 o’clock for the north line, to 
reinforce Gen. Lawton. Of course, we 
knew what that meant. It was to be 
about five months of 
hard fighting. 
The morning of tho 5th found us all 
out of bed at 3 o’clock. 
We fed our 
horses, ate our breakfast, and left our 
barracks at ten minutes of 7. 
We 
marched to the railroad depot, loaded 
our horses on the train, and began 
a trip by rail which ended at 4 o’clock 
p. rn. at a large town called San Fer­ 
nando, P. I. There we remained until 
October ll, when we left for San 
Isidro, passing while enroute through 
the towns of Santa Anna, Arayat, and 
Cabioo. 
We had three fights before 
we arrived at San Isidro on October 
20. Then we rested until October 27. 
We then marched to tho bridge near 
Santa Rosa. twelve 
miles distant, 
where we had a fight which lusted 
about two hours. The lot-s to us was 
one killed and one wounded. The in­ 
surgent loss, as near as we could find 
out, was 15 killed and 25 wounded. 
We then made camp for the night 
and after placing a guard around the 
camp, lay down to have a much-needed 
sleep. 
The next morning we continued our 
march to Santa Rosa, twelve miles. 
There we rested 
until October 31. 
then resumed our march tow’ard Tai- 
avera. 
Before reaching 
the latter 
place we engaged the insurgents in 
two skirmishes, which lasted about 
one half hour each. From October 31 
till November 8 we rested at Talave- 
ra. 
During that time we engaged in 
four small skirmishes dismounted. 
On the night of November 7, we had 
what we have always called the night 
attack at Talavera. 
We were quar­ 
tered in an old stone church, which 
had the ends of the building torn 
away, leaving nothing but the roof and 
two walls standing. Our horses were 
all tied to a picket line at one end of 
the church, in direct line with the 
building. Our kitchen fire was at the 
other end of the building, but off to 
one side from the church. 
Our chaplain, who was with us, 
beld a meeting the same night and 
said to us: 
“Boys, to-morrow I think, 
from the report the scouts bring in. 
we will have trouble.” 
When the 
meeting was over, we all spread our 
blankets upoq the floor—a very wet 
bed—and went to sleep. 
About 3:30 
in the morning, the Mauser bullets 
began to sing around our ears. At the 
same time the word was passed among 
us that the insurgents had attacked 
us, and that we were to fall In line to 
repel the attack. I was troop cook at 
the time, and was told not to go on 
the firing line, but to stay with the 
horses and to have breakfast ready 
for the men by 6 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing.

It was to be 
about five months of 
hard fighting.

marched to the railroad depot, loaded

p. rn. at a large town called San Fer­

we left for San 
Isidro, passing while enroute through 
the towns of Santa Anna, Arayat, and 
Cabioo.

I T ON MISSIONARIES 


Does Blame Rest For the Recent 
Boxer Uprising In the 
Chinese Empire. 


If you haven’t a 
MORRIS CHAIR 


REV. C.W. SWAN INTERVIEWED 


Long Acquaintance W ith the Chinese 
People Enables Him to Give an In­ 
teresting View of the Situation. 
Chinese Govern China Best. 


Rev. C. W. Swan, who has just late­ 
ly returned from China, where he has 
been engaged in missionary work for 
the past seven 
years, 
is authority 
for some very interesting information 
concerning missionary work and its 
connection with the late Boxer trou­ 
bles in China. 
Mr. Swan 
was stationed at Lien 
Chow, about 300 miles northwest from 
Canton. 
He was called to the coast 
with other missionaries when the Boxer 
trouble broke out, but he is very famil­ 
iar with the nature of the organization 
and the cause of the trouble. 
He states that the Boxers are a se­ 
cret organization composed largely of 
the lower classes, and that they extend 
over the entire Chinese territory. 
It 
was their purpose to have the recent 
outbreak begin simultaneously at dif­ 
ferent points all over the kingdom, 
and their object was to drive all for­ 
eigners, both missionaries and others, 
out of the country. ’ 
They had been secretly stirring up 
the 
anti-foreign 
feeling for several 
years, and it became so intense in 
northern China th at the leaders were 
unable to restrain the masses until 
the time set for the outbreak to occur, 
In his opinion, many missionaries owe 
their lives to the fact that the trouble 
commenced when it did. “The cause,” 
says Mr. Swan, “of the anti-foreign 
feeling is the encroachment of the 
foreign powers and the acquisition of 
Chinese territory, and not the work 
of the misionaries, as has been a 1 
leged in this country. 
The feeling 
against the foreigners is very intense, 
and as the Chinese are an impulsive 
people, trouble can be stirred up very 
quickly; but as in the case of the 
Boxer troubles, it usually dies out as 
quickly ans as easily as it is stirred 
up.” When asked his opinion concern­ 
ing the indemnities now 
being de­ 
manded by the foreign powers, Mr. 
Swan said: 
“The 
government 
of 
China has 
already 
rebuilt 
a 
large , num­ 
ber of missionary buildings that were 
destroyed, and that government 
is 
perfectly willing to pay a reasonable 
indemnity to each of the foreign gov­ 
ernments, 
but the revenues of the 
Chinese government do not amount to 
much more than the expenses, and un­ 
der the present conditions, it will be 
absolutely impossible for their gov­ 
ernm ent to pay the enormous indemni­ 
ties now demanded by the foreign 
powers. 
I believe, with a good many 
others, that China is best governed by 
the Chinese, and I should not like to 
see the teritory be divided and pass 
under foreign control. 
The Chinese 
are not a progressive people, but when 
once they test the advantages of a 
modern invention, it would be as hard 
to persuade them to discard it as it is 
to induce them to begin it. 
This has 
proven to be the case with the tele­ 
graph and with the very few railroads 
that are now in operation.” 
Mr. Swan states that the Chinese 
appreciate the friendship of the United 
States, and show less animosity to­ 
ward Americans than any other nat­ 
ionality. 
He states that many maga­ 
zine articles on the Chinese question 
are prinked in the Chinese papers an§ 
read throughout the empire.

Long Acquaintance W ith the Chinese 
People Enables Him to Give an In­ 
teresting View 
of 
the 
Situation. 
Chinese Govern China Best. 


Rev. C. W. Swan, who has just late­ 
ly returned from China, where he has 
been engaged in missionary work for 
the past seven 
years, 
is authority 
for some very interesting information 
concerning missionary work and its 
connection with the late Boxer trou­ 
bles in China. 
Mr. Swan 
was 
stationed at Lien 
Chow, about 300 miles northwest from 
Canton. 
He was called to the coast 
with other missionaries when the Boxer 
trouble broke out, but he is very famil­ 
iar with the nature of the organization 
and the cause of the trouble. 
He states that the Boxers are a se­ 
cret organization composed largely of 
the lower classes, and that they extend 
over the entire Chinese territory. 
It 
was their purpose to have the recent 
outbreak begin simultaneously at dif­ 
ferent points all over the kingdom, 
and their object was to drive all for­ 
eigners, both missionaries and others, 
out of the country. ’ 
They had been secretly stirring up 
the 
anti-foreign 
feeling for several 
years, and it became so intense in 
northern China that the leaders were 
unable to restrain the masses until 
the time set for the outbreak to occur. 
In his opinion, many missionaries owe 
their lives to the fact that the trouble 
commenced when it did. “The cause,” 
says Mr. Swan, “of the anti-foreign 
feeling is the encroachment of the 
foreign powers and the acquisition of 
Chinese territory, and not the work 
of the misionaries, as has been a1 
leged in this country. 
The feeling 
against the foreigners is very intense, 
and as the Chinese are an impulsive 
people, trouble can be stirred up very 
quickly; but as in the case of the 
Boxer troubles, it usually dies out as 
quickly ans as cosily as it is stirred 
up.” When asked his opinion concern­ 
ing the indemnities 
now 
being de­ 
manded by the foreign powers, Mr. 
Swan said: 
“The 
government 
of 
China has 
already 
rebuilt 
a 
large , num­ 
ber of missionary buildings that were 
destroyed, and that government 
is 
perfectly willing to pay a reasonable 
indemnity to each of the foreign gov­ 
ernments, 
but the revenues of tho 
Chinese government do not amount to 
much more than the expenses, and un­ 
der the present conditions, it will be 
absolutely impossible for their gov­ 
ernment to pay the enormous indemni­ 
ties now 
demanded 
by the foreign 
powers. 
I believe, with a good many 
others, that China is best governed by 
the Chinese, and I should not like to 
see the teritory be divided and pass 
under foreign control. 
The Chinese 
are not a progressive people, but when 
once they test the advantages of a 
modern invention, it would be as hard 
to persuade them to discard it as it is 
to induce them to begin it. 
This has 
proven to be the case with the tele­ 
graph and with the very few railroads 
that are now in operation.” 
Mr. Swan states that the Chinese 
appreciate the friendship of the United 
States, and show less animosity to 
ward Americans than any other nat­ 
ionality. 
He states that many maga­ 
zine articles on the Chinese question 
are printed in the Chinese papers an# 
read throughout the empire.

An interesting sign of the times is 
seen in items 
like the 
following 
which appears in the Lisbon Patriot: 
‘*We really have great distress here 
now. it is caused by lack of dwelling 
houses. Many 
families 
cannot 
be 
housed at all; others have to live in 
one or two rooms.” The paper goes 
on to state that a hundred new fam­ 
ilies are coming on account of the 
new pottery and that preparations 
must be made to receive them. 
The form of distress complained of 
by our Lisbon contemporary is one 
that has its compensations and will 
speedily work out its own relief. It 
isn’t the sort that prevailed during 
the Cleveland administration, when 
industrial towns had more demand for 
soup houses than for dwelling houses 
and when workers, instead of flocking 
in, trooped out if they could get the 
money to do so. 
Scores of Ohio towns share in a 
greater or less degree the prosperity 
which appears to have struck 
our 
county seat. The columns of the News 
RevieW daily show the 
growth of 
East Liverpool; scarcely a day pashes 
that the arrival of from one to half 
a dozen new families in the city is 
not chronicled. 
The

REV. C.W . SWAN INTERVIEWED 


Long Acquaintance With the Chinese 
People Enables Him to Give an In­ 
teresting View of the 
Situation. 
Chinese Govern China Best. 


Rev. C. W. Swan, who has just late­ 
ly returned from China, where he has 
been engaged in missionary work for 
the past seven 
years, 
is authority 
for some very interesting information 
concerning m issionary work and its 
connection with the late Boxer trou­ 
bles in China. 
Mr. Swan 
was 
stationed at Lien 
Chow, about 300 miles northw est from 
Canton. 
He was called to the coast j 
with other m issionaries when the Boxer j 
trouble broke out. but he is very famil- J 
Jar with the nature of the organization 
and the cause of the trouble. 
He states th at the Boxers are a se- j 
fre t organization composed largely of 
the lower classes, and th at they extend 
over the entire Chinese territory. 
It 
was their purpose to have the recent 
outbreak begin simultaneously at dif­ 
ferent points all over the kingdom, 
and their object was to drive all for­ 
eigners. both m issionaries and others, 
out of the country. ’ 
They had been secretly stirring up 
the 
anti-foreign 
feeling for several 
years, and it became so intense In 
northern China that the leaders were 
unable to restrain the m asses until 
the time set for the outbreak to occur. 
In his opinion, many missionaries owe 
their lives to the fact th at the trouble 
commenced when it did. "T h e cause,” 
says Mr. Swan, "of tho antiforeign 
feeling is th e encroachm ent of the 
foreign powers and the acquisition of 
Chinese territory, and not the work 
of the misionaries, as has been a 1 
leged 
in this country. 
The feeling 
against the foreigners is very intense, 
and as the Chinese are an impulsive 
people, trouble can be stirred up very 
quickly; but as in the case of the 
Boxer troubles, it usually dies out as 
quickly ans as easily as it is stirred 
up.” When asked his opinion concern­ 
ing the indem nities 
now 
being de­ 
manded by the foreign powers, Mr. 
Swan said: 
"The 
governm ent 
of 
China 
has 
already 
rebuilt 
a 
large , 
num­ 
ber of missionary buildings th a t were 
destroyed, and that governm ent 
is 
perfectly willing to pay a reasonable 
indemnity to each of the foreign gov­ 
ernm ents, 
but the revenues of tho 
Chinese governm ent do not am ount to 
much more than the expenses, and un­ 
der the present conditions, it will be 
absolutely impossible for their gov­ 
ernm ent to pay the enormous indemni­ 
ties now 
demanded 
by the foreign 
powers. 
I believe, with a good many 
others, that China is best governed by 
the Chinese, and I should not like to 
see the teritory be divided and pass 
under foreign control. 
The Chinese 
are not a progressive people, but when 
once they test the advantages of a 
modern invention, it would be as hard 
to persuade them to discard it as it is 
to induce them to begin it. 
This has 
proven to be the case with the tele­ 
graph and with the very few railroads 
th at are now In operation.” 
Mr. Swan states that the Chinese 
appreciate the friendship of the United 
States, and show less animosity to­ 
ward Americans than any othor nat­ 
ionality. 
He states that m any maga­ 
zine articles on the Chinese question 
are prinked in the Chinese papers an§ 
rend throughout the empire.

could prepare “ breakfast,- builtTreB 
and started to work. 
I had a large 
can that held hard tack in it at one 
time, and was using it in which to 
make coffee. I had placed it upon four 
large stones, filled it with water and 
was making a fire under it. when the 
firing started once more and a Mauser 
bullet passed within pix iuehes of my 
ear and passed clear through the cof­ 
fee can. 
I began to think that was too close 
for my comfort, so I moved about five 
! feet to a large tree, intending to get 
I my carbine and 
belt, which I had I 
placed there, when another bullet im-1 
bedded itself in the tree about six 
inches from me. 
I lost no time get­ 
ting myself under cover, and did not 
start any more breakfast until day­ 
light. 
Meantime the troop had returned 
from the firing 
line, 
bringing eight 
wounded natives, and had also left a 
large num ber lying dead upon the fir­ 
ing line.

we had eaten our 
breakfast of canned salmon, hard tack 
and coffee, without sugar or milk, -we 
mounted our horses on our way to 
San Jose, twenty miles. Before reach 
I ing San Jose we had a sharp skirmish 
which resulted 
in having one man 
killed, two 
men 
wounded 
and 
six 
horses killed. 
This was on November 
( 8. 
The next day we made a scouting 
i trip to Puncan, I i miles from San 
I Jose, had two small fights, and re- 
| turned to San Jose. 
On November IO I 


j we left San Jose for Carranglan, a i 
! march of 28 miles, w hich we made in 
three days. 
During these three days 
we were crossing 
the 
largest 
and 
roughest m ountains on 
the islands, 
and were having fierce fighting all of 
the way. 
By the tim e we had stopped at Car­ 
ranglan three days we had run short 
of rations and had to return to San 
Jose. 
Before we reached there, we; 
had lost four men from starvation. On : 
December IO. we left San Jose for 
Sybul. 
Before our arrival we had a ; 
very fierce fight for about two hours. I 
our loss being one corporal and three | 
privates killed, two corporals and five 
privates wounded. One corporal after­ 
wards died from his wounds. 
We left 
Sybul November l l for Bias-na-Bato 
having a small skirmish on the way, 
with no loss. 
We arrived at San Miguel on the 
14th, and rested until 
the 
18th 
of 
December, when we left 
for 
Pasay 
Cavalry barracks, arriving there at 12 
o’clock the night of the 18th. stopping 
at Pasay until January 3, 1900. 
December 19, 1899, a detail of 20 
privates from Troop B joined Troop 
I, and left with Gen. Lawton for San 
Mateo.

back to his wife and children a corpse. 
He was one of the best of men, the 
bravest of soldiers, and was loved by | 
all who knew him.
